“West Nally will be 
guaranteeing a major in- 
vestment in the national 
senior and national youth 
teams. 

“You can rest assured 
that very substantial 
funding is involved.” 

Which is great news.

javelange called upon all 24 compet- 
i Football Associations to sign the 
relevant pledge. 

The document was signed by the 
national president or general secret- 
ary, and for preference also by the 
coach and team captain as well. 

The pledge says: “Violence distorts 
and disgraces sport. We are going to 

lay the World Cup watched by 

undreds of millions of spectators. 

“We are aware of our respon- 
sibilities and undertake to play with 
respect for the Laws, the referees and 
our opponents. We shall do our utmost 
to ensure that the World Cup will be a 
display of manly conduct and that the 
triumph will be football’

the statement subscribed to by FIFA, 
at times we have seen cynical fouls 


and brutal tackles and a few disreput- 
able incidents behind the play.

The team was languish-

peared to be some of the 
reasons for the collapse.

“GRAND OLD MAN” 


Soccer’s Grand Old 
Man, Sid Grant, is no 
longer with us. 

He passed away a 
fortnight ago. A private 
cremation ceremony 
was attended by his im- 
mediate family. 

Sid Grant's interest in 
Soccer was sparked from 
that day way back in 1907 
when his uncle took him 
along to the Newcastle 
Showground to see Broad- 
meadow and Pyrmont meet 
in the final of the Gardiner 
Cup. 


He played as a youngster 
for Kurn Kurri and later 
became club president. He 
treasured Soccer on his be- 
loved Coalfields until the 
very end. 

As the Australian Soccer 
Federation's honorary his- 
torian he put countless 
hours into recording the 
history of the game. 

For 36 years he wrote 
Soccer in Newcastle and 
was particularly well known 
as “Celtic” of the New- 
castle Sun.. 

At other times Sid Grant 
was NSW Soccer Associa- 


tion president, a national 
councillor and selector. 

He was at the fore of the 
move that created the NSW 
State Soccer League in 
1928. 

Bringing together the 
Sydney, South Coast, New- 
castle and Coalfields in a 
major competition back in 
the era was a move of the 
dimensions of the forma- 
tion of the national Philips 
Soccer League of 1977. 

He rued the day when 
depression conditions and 
the absence of the popular 
semi-finals, finals and 


It was McKendry who 
led Heidelberg to that 
triumph, and his departure 
from the club at the com- 
mencement of the 1981 sea- 
son, due to economic 
reasons, was a big shock to 
the players. 

Mounting pressure 
forced the committee to 
reinstate McKendry as coa- 
ch midway through last sea- 
son, hoping that his return 
would revive interest 
among the players. 

McKendry’s magic touch 
converted Heidelberg's 
pathetic performers to 
uncompromising executors. 

‘The team finished eighth 
in 1981, and McKendry be- 
came the hero of the 
Heidelberg camp. 

Apart from saving the 
club from relegation, 
McKendry was credited wi- 
th the promotion to the first 
team of three promising 
young players. 

Charlie Yankos became 
a permanent member of the 
squad, as a result of Jim 
Tansey's serious knee in- 
jury which kept him on the 
sidelines for almost a year. 

Tom Tasevski and John 
Michaelidis were also 
promoted to the Philips 
League team, and were 
used alternatively 
whenever the circumst- 
ances made it possible. 

What does McKendry 
think of his success? 

“Certainly it did not 
come very easy,” he said. 

“[ knew I had accepted a 
mammoth task and I just 
performed to the best of my 
ability. 

“Much of the credit must 
go to the players.-They are 
the ones who responded.” 

His reappointment for 
the ensuing season was a 
formality after the election 
of the new committee. 

New president Sam Gou- 
lopoulos emphasis 
his first day in 


Len McKendry was the on- 
ly guarantee for success he 
could offer to his member- 
ship. 

McKendry had to 
seriously consider some im- 
portant factors before ac- 
cepting the appointment. 

He had to consider the 
limited finances of the club 
and the immediate bearing 
on its recruiting policy. 

The committee had de- 
cided to operate on a shoe- 
string budget, which dis- 
carded all possibilities of 
recruiting some key players 
they were in immediate 
need of. 

It was also decided to 
reduce the size of the exist- 
ing squad to the barest 
minimum possible, in order 
to reduce the running costs. 

Confident in himself and 
his players, McKendry ac- 
cepted the terms offered 
and started preparing his 
side for the championship 
marathon. 


The recruitment of 
young talented players be- 
came his prime aim. 

Scouting day and night 
amongst the club’s junior 
teams and the lower divi- 
sions of Victoria, he spot- 
ted some talents whom he 
did not hesitate to recruit 
for his PSL side. 


Seventeen-year-old mid- 
fielder Claude Ivian was 
McKendry’s first recruit 
from Rossana, a Provision- 
al League club. 

Mike Valentine, another 
midfielder, was signed from 
Box Hill, a Metropolitan 
League side. 


McKendry hit the jack- 
pot only weeks ago when 
he promoted Chris Bekiaris 
to the PSL from the junior 
ranks of the club. A natural 
midfielder, Bekiaris has 
skill, fighting spirit, tre- 
mendous speed and deter- 
mination. 


Both Valentine and Be- 
kiaris, established them- 
selves in the side, succeed- 
ing long-serving players, 
Jim Rooney and Andrew 
Bozikas, recently released 
by the club. 

Despite the handicaps, 
Heidelberg entered the 
current season quite im- 
pressively. 

Some tremendous wins 
early in the championship 
established Heidelberg 
among the leaders of the 
ee 

“We are up there with 
the leaders and that’s 
where we intend to stay,” 
he said. 

Commenting on his re- 
cruitments, McKendry says 
with confidence that they 
are young players with a lot 
of potential, capable of es- 
tablishing themeselves in 
the Philips League 

“T have always argued 
that there is enough talent 
in Australia waiting to be 
discovered and developed 
I do not think that Austra~ 
lian Soccer must rely on 
imports any more. We have 
grown as a Soccer nation, 
and have become self- 
suffifient.” 

Can Heidelberg afford to 
invest on “ready to use” 
players?

Indicative of McKendry's 
confidence in his players is 
his decision to release four 
of his established players, 
Rooney, Bozikas, Taylor 
and Tasevski.

GARY PHILLIPS 


The first time I met Gary Phillips 
was at a coaching clinic I conducted 
in Coffs Harbour back in 1978, 

He stood out from the rest of the boys, 
and local officials were raving about his 
potential. 

I didn’t see him again until early this 
season, 

In that time Gary Phillips had travelled 
a long way and certainly justified the faith 
placed in him by Coffs Harbour officials. 

When I saw him play for Sydney Olym- 
pians against Leichhardt, the Olympians 
were setting Soccer alight with their excit- 
ing brand of attacking and entertaining 
football. 

Phillips was not just making up the 
numbers with Olympians either, 

His composure and ability were far 
beyond his years and there is little doubt 
he made a major contribution to Olym- 
pians’ fine performances earlier this 
season, 

A natural sportsman (surfing, rugby 
league and karate - his speciality) Gary 
had Soccer in his blood. His father Les 
was a first team contemporary of Bobby 
Madden with Bankstown in the old As- 
sociation and early Federation days. 

Gary was born on June 9, 1963 at 
Bankstown and played his early football 
with the North Bankstown club. 

He well remembers his first game — as 
a three and a half year old in the under 
6s,He recalls he came off the field crying 
as he didn’t get a kick in the entire match, 

At eight years, Gary and the family 
moved to Sawtell, near Coffs Harbour, 
on the NSW mid-north coast, playing for 
Sawtell, catching the eye of northern 
selectors and winning representative 
honours in the Northern NSW U14, U15, 
U16, U19 teams. 

The year 1979 was the turning point of 
Gary's Soccer career. 

He travelled to the USA with Northern 
NSW _UIS team playing games in Los 
Angeles, New York, St Louis, San Fran- 
cisco, Washington, Boston as well as 
receiving Australian schoolboys honours, 
playing the early game to the Australia y 
Cosmos match in Sydney, 

Then a student at Coffs Harbour High, 
Gary was selected for Australian School 
boys in 1979, 1980 and 1981. 

In 1979 he was also a first teamer with 
Coffs Harbour in the newly-formed Nor- 
thern NSW State League. 

Late in 1981, in a trial game for Com- 
bined High Schools against the NSW 
Youth team, Gary was spotted by Sydney 
Olympie’s youth coach Lubo Goykovic,

Sydney City’s dual strikers lived up to that tag with a

Although Kosmina netted four goals — including a 
spectacular one in the Zico class — Mitchell was the 
unselfish hero of the team. 

From the beginning the two were shadowed by Frank 
Liddell and Peter Tokesi. with Jimmy Hermiston 
sweeping. 


Full-back Steve Perry had the role of marking Joe 
Watson, but when Watson withdrew into midfield, 
Perry pushed forward quite often, and at different 
stages looked like he was playing left winger, central 
striker, central midfielder and sweeper! 

In fact that was one of the things that stood out with 
Brisbane City, as their players continually reversed 
roles. 


Mitchell showed intelligence by shaking the marker 
with scything runs, and twice he burst into the penalty 
area in the second half, only to go crashing to the turf 
— once for a penalty. 

Brisbane City coach, Nereo Saftich, made the point 
that the pair were the deciding factor in the match 
Otherwise, the Gladiators were in with a chance, and 
just after half-time they had pulled a 2-0 deficit back to 
level terms. 


Sydney City coach Eddie Thomson's opinion was 
that Brisbane City played well, and he said they were 
the equal of any side in the League. 

However, to face facts, Brisbane City are stranded at 


the bottom of the table, three points adrift. 

Early Sydney City pressure culminated in a 10th 
minute goal scored by right midfielder Jimmy Patikas, 
who was lurking on the edge of the penalty area after a 
corner-kick. Brisbane keeper Tony Pezzano, off his 
line, got a hand to Patikas’ shot, but it still reached the 
goal despite Steve Perry's desperate lunge to clear it off 
the line. 

Perry was standing on the post when Nelio Borges 
rose high for a splendid header in the 39th minute, and 
he deliberately handled the ball to stop it going in — 
penalty. 

Kosmina placed the shot low to the right of keeper 
Pezzano, who just threw himself forward — not side- 
ways — in an attempt to save against his former team-

Just before the penalty offence, Saftich pulled off 
striker Steve Glockner — he said later that he wasn't 
doing enough and was too slow and tentative — and put 
on Joe Palinkas. Minutes later the substitute snatched a 
shocking cross-field pass from lan Bruce and fed it into 
the path of Bevan Bohan, who hit a low shot from 
outside the box to score. 


Four minutes after the break, Brisbane City equal- 
ised, to the surprise of the spectators, and it was a well- 
worked goal, with defenders Tokesi and Perry making 
the initial break-out. The ball was played to Bohan in 
che penalty area, who controlled it well and pushed it 
forward for Palinkas to run onto and slot home. 
However, one was left with the feeling that the Slickers 
defence should have done better. 

Brisbane players thought “we're level”... until 
they watched in amazement two minutes later when 
Kosmina scored a brilliant goal. With his back to goal 
15 metres out, and the ball at shoulder-height, he hit a 
spectacular overhead kick to restore Sydney City's 
lead. 


Mitchell burst into the penalty area 10 minutes later, 
chased by Liddell. and he went sprawling from the 


effect of Liddell’s challenge and Pezzano diving at his 
feet, and referee Doug Rennie pointed to the spot. 

‘The penalty kick by Kosmina was virtually an action- 
replay of the first one, with Pezzano making no attempt 
to dive to either side of the goal. 

Kenny Boden was sent on for the final quarter of an

The recent PSL Youth League system is a disgrace. 

Each week the youth teams are infested with first- 
graders and the youngsters don’t even get a run. 

Take for instance Sydney Olympians, a team 
which supposedly poms its youth. Week after 
week first graders drop and players like Laki Konistis 
and Harry Vdovkakis are forced out. 

Other youngsters like Alex Koussas sometimes 
don’t even have the privilege of changing! 

‘A few weeks back both Laki and Harry played 
against Sydney City. 

Incredibly it was Laki's first full game of the season 
(it was the third round) and | watched his perform- 
ance along with a thousand other Greek supporters. 

We were impressed with the kid; he hada blinder 
and if it wasn’t for him the score would have ended 
up at least 7-0. Harry played well too! 

What I’m trying to say is that youngsters like Harry 
and Laki should be playing in the Youth League 
instead of “first grade rejects.” 

How about: 11.45 — Youth League U19s; 1.30 —

In this type of system, there could be perhaps at 
least only one first-grader playing for the youth 
team, so as to unify the juniors and lead by example. 

‘As for having a reserve grade, this will help a great 
deal of teams, such as St George, which have large 
first grade squads. In this way not only will reserve 
first graders be gens a game, but it will also 

revent first graders from having to go into the 
youth line-ups to get a game each week! 

I'm sure most PSL teams would prefer this type of 
system — and so would the crowds because they'd 
be getting more Soccer for their money. 

Finally, since my heart is with the Olympians, 
whoever is responsible for filling the youth team 
with “old-men” please stop. 

Give the youth a go as you did in your previous 
outing at the Athletic Field.

Asa follower of Blacktown City, recently political 
ly relegated from the Philips League to the New 
South Wales State League, | wish to comment on the 
mooted regionalisation of the PSL competition. 

The differences between the two leagues are so 
vast that any move to revert the PSL to a State 
competition would set Australian Soccer back more 
than twenty years. 

Soccer's only hope in this country is to have a 
nationwide ema such as the PSL. 

It is essential that youngsters from Newcastle, 
Wollongong, Adelaide, Brisbane and Canberra have 
teams to follow and thereby somewhere to aim their 
sporting ambitions. 

If a local league in, say, Canberra were the heights 
the boys of that city could aspire to, it would not be 
long before they turned to the more popular sports 
Ata as Rugby League and Australian Rules. 

After fallen lacktown in the PSL and visiting 
all the Sydney grounds, the disorganised State 
League, where spectator facilities are spartan, com- 
es as a shock to say the least. 

The few clubs that do pinahce a programme have 
a single sheet listing the players names without 
numbers. Some grounds read out the numbers 
before kick-off over a crackling loud-speaker you 
have to be standing underneath to be able to hear 
with any clarity. 

The exception is Manly, whose match programme 
is the ectlot many | have seen in the PSL. 

Before the start of the season, | tried to obtain a 
fixture list of the forthcoming State League matches. 
| finally obtained a photocopied typewritten sheet 
from the ASF at Parklea after having to send them a 
stamped self-addressed envelope. 

Last Sunday | watched Blacktown in their normal 
red and black colours play Rockdale, who also 
played in red and black. Both teams had black 
shorts. 

It was difficult enough differentiating between the 
two sides at the start. By the second half in the 
gathering gloom it was close to impossible when the 
ball was at the far end of the pitch 

Enough has been written regarding the Ampol 
Cup semi-final fiasco for me to have to comment 
further on the complete lack of organisation for that 
event. But |, along with many other State League 
club followers, eagerly awaited the Philips Cup draw 
to see which PSL we would be drawn against. We 
were all very disappointed to find the competition 
this year was confined to PSL teams only, This is not 
a good way to promote the code nor does it help the « 
struggling State League sides. 

The PSL must continue. 

Both domestic airlines are reducing fares in a cut- 
throat price war, so now is the time for PSL clubs to 
negotiate a long-term cut-rate contract for inter- 
state travel. 

The PSL has done much to promote the game by 
reducing the ethnic image of Soccer in Australia. 
This good work must not be allowed to peter away 
into a so-called super State League, for this will bring, 
down the level of Soccer. 

A final comment on the Australian national side 
More international matches must be arranged, not 
with holidaying club sides, but full internationals 
with our close neighbours. 

Australia has not had a match since the World Cup 
qualifying rounds, and | suggest a four-nation cu} 
be played for each year between, say, New Zealand, 
Singapore, Indonesia and ourselves, along the lines 
‘of the UK home international series. 

This will give the fans and players a taste ot 
international football in the years bewweer World 
Cups. 

‘Money is obviously the deciding factor of any 
aiceeeA professional sport, but in a country such 
as this where six year-old children get a ee 
trophy for playing in a team that finis! ed one off the 
bottom of their league, something must be radically 
wrong with the code’s administration.

WEATHER THE ENEMY IN 
STATE CHAMPIONSHIPS

There were a number of surprising results from the State Championships held in three states. 


In NSW, the first upset 
was that the powerful St 
George team, containing 
many 1981 State players,
